see how they came to be considered the 

great or lucky numbers, but then the luck 

belongs exclusively to the numbers and not 

to the application thereof, as is the popular 
impression. 

But to enter into or properly explain the 
positions and qualities of odd numbers 
would paralyze the great Euclid himself. 
So, to return to our luck. . If there be such 
an uncanny thing, how is it that never since 
vhe creation has one man ever been known 
to credit his success in life to luck His 
downfall, yes, to bad luck; his rise and 
progress to luck, good, bad or indifferent! 
Never. If any one had the temerity to sug- 
gest such a thing the notion would be 
terous but im- 
pious. The answer w something like 
this: My success, sir, which you vulgar- 

ly attribute to luck, has been achieved by 
sheer hard work and determination; and 
what I have earned I deserve.“ And in 
most cases it would be right. 

Certainly there are at times fortuitous 
ci tances that make a man successful, 
w rhe will or not, but then such is not 
luck, it is pure accident. And as we are all 
liable to meet with disagreeable accidents, 
so are we all likely to meet with agreeable 
ones. Only we never own it, supposing we 
think so. Wego on declaring that it is 
better to be bor: lucky than rich,“ and yet 
we are quite incapable of explaining what 
we exactly mean In the commercial sense 

and eit is only in the commercial sense 
that we thmk upon the subject—if we are 
rich, we don’t want luck, dnd if we are 
lucky we are rich. Lord Beaconsfield says 
in Venetia:“ Luck, is he who has neither 
and who owes 
neither money nor affection—after all the 
most difficult to pay of the two.“ This is so 
cynically true that not a soul believes it. 

Faith in the charm of the horse-shoe is 
held sacred to this day, in town and coun- 
try, by ignorant persons; but we do not 
imagine that they nail it up over the door as 
a protection against witches, as was once 
the custom. It is supposed to rather bring 
good luck than to avert any evil. Many 
otherwise sane individuals will stoop to pick 
up a shoe in the street, and others would 
rather deliver up all their goods and chat 
tels than walk under a ladder.

A thousand steamers and hun- 
dreds of sail ships, laden witb 
wheat, last year came down from 
Russia and passed through the sea 
of Marmora and by the Golden 
Horn, bound for 3 market in 
Western Europe.

If ev- 
ery other land is neglected Amer- 
ican sieamers should be put on to 
run regularly between our ports 
and all tha principal ports of Cen- 
tral and South America. There 
mnat he one at, aad weve 
not obtain it except by proving 
that we can offer better induce- 
ments to the people than can any 


European nation.

Ives and G. H. Stayner were arrested 
to-day by a Deputy Sheriff, on an 
order issued by Judge O’Brien of the 
supreme court, in the suit of the Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton & Dayton Railroad 
Company. The bail in each case was 
fixed at $250,000, and the men are 
now in the cutody of the Sheriff.

who was gen in his office this after- 
noon, said; All I can say is that 
we, on behalf of the railroad company, 
have sued Ives and Stayner for, de- 
frauding the company out of two and a 
half million dollars.

A 
cuble message was received from Con- 
sul Blacklock, January 5th, by the 
way of Aukland, but this presents the 
occurrences in a much clearer and 
more comprehensive manner than 
was possible at that time. It is prob- 
able the message will be given to the 
public on Monday.

Band fish 
are found in its waters. 

The longest tunnel of the world is that of 
St. Gothard, on the line of ruiiroad be- 
tween Lucerne and Milan. The summit of 
the tunnel is doo feet below the surface at 
Andermatt and 6,600 feet beneath the peak 
of Kastelhorn of the St. Gownard group, 
The tunnel is twenty-six and one half feet 
wide and nineteen feet ten inches from the 
floor to the crown of the arched roof. It is 
nine and a half miles long—a little over a 
mile longer than the Mount Cenis tunnel. 

The biggest trees in the worid are the 
mammota trees of California. One of @ 
grove in Tulare County, according to meas 
urement made by members vf the Sate 
Geological Survey, was shown to be 276 feet 
high, 106 feet in circumference at base and 
seventy-six feet at a point twelve feet 
above the ground. Some ot the trees are 
o feet high and thirty-five feet in diam- 
eter.
